decided to stay over for a 
third day to continue the 
meetings. 
A Saigon newspa, er, with 
links to President Nguyen 
Van Thieu’s chief adviser, 
said there had been no major 
change in the U.S. and South 
Vietnamese positions in the 
secret Paris negotiations. 
The

daily 
declared: “It is not true at all 
what 
some 
newspaper 
dispatches are saying, that 
the secret talks in Paris are 
discussing the political future 
of 
South 
Vietnam. 
The 
reports are aimed at dividing 
the United States and its al­ 
lies in Indochina.”

changes in the allied peace 
proposal calling for with­ 
drawal of U.S. forces within 
four months after a cease-fire 
and

and a presidential election

But diplomatic observers

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
historic confrontation bet­ 
ween President Nixon and 
Congress over control of the 
federal purse is shaping up in 
the debate on the $250-billion 
spending limit Nixon seeks.

Nixon promised in a nation­ 
wide political radio broadcast 
Saturday that his “spending 
ceiling would be absolute 
insurance that no new taxes 
will be required.” 
He did not put that par­ 
ticular statement in a time 
reference, though at another 
point in the speech, he said, 
“My goal is not only no tax 
increase in 1973, but no tax 
increase in the next four 
years.” 
The spending ceiling Nixon 
has proposed would apply 
only to the present fiscal year 
which began last July I. 
House Speaker Carl Albert 
said it would be “the biggest 
mistake of this century” for 
Congress to approve Nixon’s 
proposal to give him 
un­ 
restricted authority to decide 
which federal programs to 
cut to meet the $250-billion 
limit. 
House leaders support an 
alternative 
that 
would 
authorize the President to 
recommend program cuts for

Death Threat 
Is Revealed 
By Proxmire 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Sen. William Proxmire says 
he was 
threatened with 
assassination 
during the 
debate on the controversial 
Lockheed loan guarantee and 
changed the route of his 
morning jog to work to avoid 
“an easy sniper pickoff.” 
Proxm ire, the S enate’s 
most famous jogger, made 
the disclosure in a new book 
in which he criticizes alleged 
m ilitary 
and 
domestic 
federal waste and calls for an 
end to most secret hearings in 
Congress and the executive 
branch. 
The Wisconsin Democrat 
had opposed the Nixon ad­ 
m in istra tio n ’s 
ultim ately 
successful bill to provide a 
$250 million loan guarantee to 
the Lockheed Aircraft Corp., 
the nation’s largest defense 
contractor. 
In his book, entitled “Uncle 
Sam. Last of the Bigtime 
Spenders,” 
Proxmire said 
threats to his life ultimately 
proved groundless but were 
taken seriously at the time 
because of the heat aroused 
by congressional debate. 
He gives this account: 
“There were even threats 
on my life and that of Henry 
D urham , 
a 
brave 
and 
courageous Lockheed e m ­ 
ploye who had bucked the 
co m p an y ’s w asteful p ra c ­ 
tices. 
“We got the FBI to protect 
Durham around the clock and 
I have the FBI and the Secret 
Service check out in detail the 
threats I received. 
“ One of them, a threat to 
come to Washington to kill 
me, was made by a Lockheed 
employe in Georgia before a 
group of his coworkers. 
“ When he was interviewed 
he claimed he said it in jest, 
but several of those who 
heard it reported to me and to 
the authorities 
precisely 
because they thought the man 
meant it. In the end no harm 
cam e to us.”

R eader 
— 
Psychosomatic refers to the 
fact that the mind (psycho) 
and the body (soma) both 
work together in maintaining 
our health or being affected 
by illness. Anxiety on an 
emotional basis for example, 
can cause severe diarrhea or 
constipation. Long standing 
anxiety can cause increased 
acid 
secretions 
in 
the 
stomach and lead to ulcers. 
Somatic or medical illness 
can in turn cause anxiety. A 
person who has leukemia has 
every reason to have anxiety 
and does the woman who has 
cancer of the breast. Then 
you have the problem of an 
individual who has severe 
heart disease caused by 
medical illness such as fatty 
deposits in the arteries to the 
heart. 
If he becomes angry during 
an emotional crisis, this can 
increase the work of his heart 
and cause other changes that 
may even cause a heart at­ 
tack and has been known to 
cause death. Tl^us the term 
psychosomatic really means 
you just can’t separate the 
mind from the body or the 
body from the mind. 
Your letter suggests to me 
that an emotional crisis with 
your husband seriously af­ 
fects the function of his body, 
causing pain or disability. 


The body usually functions 
better in the presence of 
emotional 
health 
and 
freedom from anxiety 
or 
e m o t i o n a l 
c o n f l i c t s . 
P sychiatrists 
are 
often 
successful in helping free 
people from anxiety and 
emotional conflicts, which in 
turn improves their physical 
health. 
* The suggestion that your 
husband see a psychiatrist is 
a sound one. He is no different 


from other people except that 
his reaction is apparently 
more severe and disabling. 
All 
of us 
a re affected 
emotionally by our health and 
our health is affected by our 
emotions. 


Dear Dr. Lamb 
— My 
friends and I eat lots of 
lemons on salads and juices 
and just plain with just salt on 
them. Now we’re told that 
they “ thin” your blood, and 
like eggs and chocolate, are 
constipating. Since there are 
many “lemon fans” around, 
please comment. 
Dear Reader — In a word, 
nonsense.

Not so long ago y ou , 
y ou rself, were scu rry ing 
arou nd for baby -sitters for 
y ou r little one. And now that 
same “little one” thinks she 
is read y to assu me the baby ­ 
sitting role. 
Remember how carefu l y ou 
w'ere 
in 
selecting 
a 
baby sitter? As a responsible 
parent y ou shou ld help y ou r 
own child to become the 
responsible baby -sitter y ou 
wou ld hav e chosen. 
Stand ing in for parents, 
ev en for a short period of 
time, is a challenging ex ­ 
perience. And there are 
important d u ties that mu st be 
assu med when taking care of 
child ren. If y ou r y ou ngsters 
are in their teens y ou may 
hav e forgotten infant care 
techniqu es and it might be 
wise to go ov er some of the 
basics. 
Ex tra care in hand ling is 
essential. Baby ’s bones and 
mu scles are in the early 
stages of d ev elopment. Also,* 
if a formu la is to be prepared , 
the ingred ients mu st be in the 
correct proportions. So it is 
important for a baby -sitter to 
be carefu l and ex acting and 
to u nd erstand the formu la’s 
preparation. 
When babies are| awake, 
they mu st nev er be 
left 
u ngu ard ed . Bu ttons, pills and 
other small objects look like 
tasty treats to a y ou ng one. 
Ev en while the baby is 
asleep, an occasional peek is 
wise. 


CARING 
FOR 
child ren 
past the infant stage has its 
challenges, too. As child ren 
grow old er they become mor^ 
alert and inqu isitiv e. They 
like to ex plore the most 
amazing 
places 
and 
inev itably get into mischief. 


It’s all too easy for the 
play pen 
set 
to 
become 
fascinated with scissors, 
kniv es, 
letter 
openers, 
electrical ou tlets and other 
potentially d angerou s ob­ 
jects. 
Child ren need the op­ 
portu nity to be ind epend ent 
bu t they mu st be watched 
carefu lly and hand led with 
tact. Tod d lers are often wise 
bey ond their y ears. Many a 
y ou ng sitter has learned this 
to her chagrin. Mom may 
know her tod d ler’s ev ery 
trick. Bu t the baby - sitter 
won’t. And her charge will 
play the whole bag — or as 
many as the traffic will bear. 


SOME YOUNGSTERS are 
in d iapers u ntil the age of 
three. Diapering a tot is 
d ifficu lt for a mother and 
ev en more try ing for an 
inex perienced ' 
baby -sitter. 
Teach y ou r child how to fold 
the d iaper and hold it away 
from the child when pinning 
it. 
Helping to prev ent d iaper 
rash and chafing and keeping 
baby 
comfortable 
are 
essential aspects of the 
d iapering process. Here are a 
few hints that shou ld help 
y ou r 
child 
perform 
the 
d iapering task efficiently . 
Make su re the parents tell 
the sitter where they keep 
things like baby oil, powd er 
and d iapers. The first step in 
d iapering is to clean the 
babv .‘ Baby oil is an id eal 
lu bricant for this cleaning 
process. An application of a 
baby lotion that is easily 
absorbed into the skin will 
moistu rize, soothe, protect 
and allow baby powd er to 
glid e on easily . Finish the job 
with a light d u sting of baby 
powd er containing petroleu m 
jelly . It’s a barrier against 
wetness. 


AC CIDENTS AND illness 
are not likely to occu r. Bu t a 
baby -sitter mu st be equ ipped 
to d eal with an emergency 
shou ld it arise. Make certain 
y ou r d au ghter has the phone 
nu mbers of the local police, 
fire 
d epartm ent 
and 
ped iatrician written d own. 
Before the parents leav e the 
baby -sitter shou ld hav e the 
phone nu mbers where they , 
or a relativ e or neighbor, can 
be reached . And while she is

Fall Adventure 
Cleaning Up the Backyard

When 
closing 
down 
backyard activities in fall, 
the family should be con­ 
cerned with proper winter 
storage of outdoor equipment 
and comforts. 
But usually everyone wants 
to get the job done quickly. 
Everything is brought in at 
the last mdment and old and 
new accouterments are likely 
to be stored in haphazard 
fashion — piled in the corner 
of a cellar or utility room. 
Give yourself time to do the 
job properly, otherwise many 
of these things will have 
become warped, mildewed, 
rusted or frayed by the time 
they are needed again. 


CHAIR 
AND 
lounge 
cushions are expensive to 
replace, but if they are stored 
well, they may be useful 
again. 
Plastic drycleaning bags or 
other large plastic film bags 
may be used for storage of 
cushions. If they are the long 
cushions that bend to form 
both backrest and.seat two 
plastic 
bags 
m ay 
be 
necessary. After cushions are 
covered, they should be set 
off the ground in a dry spot in 
the basement or utility room. 
One family replaced cushions 
for several seasons before 
they decided they couldn’t 
afford the cost. Now one set of 
carefully cared-for cushions 
look almost new' at the end of 
their fourth year. 
Before storing, vinyl should 
be washed with soap and 
water and left out to dry. If 
there are spots on the reverse 
side of the cushion, scrub 
with soap and water or clean 
with a spot remover. Such 
stains attract mice who may 
wind up using the cushions as 
nesting grounds. 


GARDEN TOOLS can be a 
big item if they must be 
replaced. 
Dry 
them 
thoroughly before storing and 
wrap the 
metal 
ends in 
newspaper so sharp surfaces 
mav be observed in a dark 


basement. Many people are 
injured when they step on a 
garden tool that has been 
carelessly stored. 
Small 
garden tools should be wiped 
clean with an oily cloth and 
wrapped in plastic or paper 
bags. 
Wrought Iron Furniture: 
Rust inhibiting paints might 
be used but no one wants to do 
a big job of enameling before 
a season of storage. If cellar 
is damp, wrap legs of fur­ 
niture with newspaper. A 
glass topped table should be 
carefully 
covered 
with 
papers. It is a good place to' 
store cushions which 
will 
protect the surface. 


P IN E 
FU R N ITU R E 
should be moved indoors, but 
redwood can remain outdoors 
if storage facilities 
are 
lim ited. In putting wood 
furniture away it is well to 
repair loose parts. The entire 
piece may warp if it is stored 
out of alignment in storage. 
Redwood should be in good 
condition if it is to be left out. 
Reinsert screws with wood 
filler if necessary. If the 
connecting 
rod 
between 
chaise lounge wheels is 
broken as a result *of being 
tossed around all season, an 
effective replacement may 
be made with an old mop 
handle cut to size. It may fit 
into the wheels snugly, but if 
it does not, it can be adjusted. 
If too small, small slivers of 
wood can be inserted into the 
wheels to fasten. If it is too 
large, the handle may be. 
shaved to fit. Such a repair 
takes only a few minutes, but 
if you let it go until next 
season, the wheels may have 
fallen off. 


SOME BARBECUE grills 
can spend winters outdoors 
without showing wear, but 
some must be moved indoors. 
There are, of course, tem­ 
porary grills which are really 
built for one season, and 
these are not worth storage 
space for the sm all in­ 
vestment involved and the 
appearance of the used ar­ 
ticle. even though some

Some people do store all such 
things for another season, but 
usually it isn’t worth the 
effort. 
Use up the paper 
plates. 
napkins 
and 
tablecloths. 
There will be new patterns 
and colors next year, and the 
chances are the things you've 
put away will not look fresh 
next season. In the meantime 
they will have taken up a lot 
of space.

Quack Cures 
Dupe Millions, 
U.S. Reports 


W A S H I N G T O N ( A P ) - 
A 
new generation of bottled 
panaceas—today's 
health- 
food fads, quack cures and 
false advertising—is duping 
millions 
of Americans, a 
government report says. 
The 
report, 
released 
Sunday, concluded that: 
“ The fallacy of do-it- 
yourself medication based on 
irrational concepts of trial 
and error, and of testimonial 
evidence 
influenced 
by 
unaided 
recovery 
and 
psychosomatic effects, seems 
a proper but neglected area 
for modern health education. 
“ It is probable that there is 
an enormous waste of money, 
not to mention adverse health 
effects, from misguided con­ 
sumer experimentation with 
health products,” said the re­ 
port prepared by National 
Analysts Inc. of Philadelphia. 
The 426-page report was 
based on interviews with 
2,839 adults 
during 
the 
summer of 1969. It was 
funded with $157,000 from 
seven government agencies 
in response to a Senate 
committee's request in 1965. 
The report found that even 
if people were told a medicine 
is worthless they probably 
wouldn’t believe it. 
As an example, the report 
said that 42 per cent of the 
adults surveyed said they 
would not believe almost un­ 
animous expert opinion that a 
cancer “ cure” was wor­ 
thless. 
And only 45 per cent said 
they would favor a ban on 
such medicine. 
Other findings included: 
-Three-fourths of the per­ 
sons interviewed said extra 
vitamins—which 
medical 
scientists say are wasteful 
and possibly harmful—give 
them extra energy. 
—Two per cent also said 
they did something almost 
daily 
to 
aid 
bowel 
m ovem ents. 
M edical 
scientists say there is no un­ 
iversal 
standard 
of 
regularity. 
—More than IO per cent 
said they would try a treat­ 
ment recommended by a 
friend, even if a doctor said it 
was worthless. 
As for advertising pf these 
products, many said they feel 
advertisers are so tightly 
regulated that they discount

“ What matters is my being 
a good judge,” said Holmes, 
28. “ My motorcycle and my 
clothes don’t matter.” 
Holmes has spent the past 
two years as a champion of 
the poor as a Rural Legal 
Services attorney in Pom­ 
pano Beach for the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 
* 
“ The two years with Rural 
Legal Services changed me 
greatly.” said the long-haired 
Holmes, who won a runoff 
primary election last week 
for Broward County Court 
judge 
against 
attorney 
Robert Kundinger. 
He previously had served a 
year as clerk for US. District 
Judge William Mehrtens of 
Miami 
and 
said 
the ex­ 
perience taught him “ what I 
did not want to do.” 
“ I did not want to work for 
a large law firm and make 
rich people richer and I did 
not want to be a federal 
prosecutor, which are the two 
most-used avenues by federal 
law clerks after they finish 
clerking,” he said. 
“ I suppose when I left the 
judge I was a typical liberal 
and then I went through a 
typical radical stage,” said 
Holmes, who earned $11,000 a 
year working for the OEO 
and will make $28,000 an­ 
nually as a judge. 
“ Now, I hope I ’m out of that 
stage to a point where I do 
what I think is best, not what 
a magazine or pamphlet or 
any kind of leader tells me is 
the right way,” he added. 
Holmes nearly did not have 
his judgeship. 
It wasn’t until one day 
before the filing deadline that 
a federal judge ruled that a 
candidate unable to pay the 
state’s $1,400 filing fee could 
get his name on the ballot by 
collecting signatures from 
one per cent of the county’s 
registered voters. 
Holmes, 
who 
had 
challenged 
the 
law 
for 
another candidate, began a 
drive two days before the 
decision which netted him the 
necessary 
3,000 
names. 
“ Personally, I could not have 
paid my filing fee,” he said. 
The University of Florida 
law graduate raised $3,600 to 
finance his campaign, but did 
most of his work by standing 
at street corners at rush 
hours and meeting people. 
“ In four years I’ll just be a 
32-year-old judge,” he said. 
“ Then hopefully attention 
will be paid to more crucial 
issues than age, clothes and 
motorcycles.”

Area Residents Requested 
To Check Fire Extinguishers 


Area residents were urged 
today by Fire Chief M. R. 
Catlos and Dr. F. R. Crow- 
gey, city health 
commis­ 
sioner, to check home fire ex­ 
tinguishers to determine if 
they contain a dangerous 
chemical which may be fatal 
if its fumes are inhaled. 
The U. S. Food and Drug 
Administration’s Bureau of 
Product Safety has warned 
that many home fire extin­ 
guishers made in the last 25 
years and sold extensively in 
the U. S. until 1970 contained 
carbon tetrachloride. 
The FDA in August, 1970, 
issued a regulation prohibit­ 
ing carbon tetrachloride, or 
mixtures containing it, from 
sale for any conceivable 
home use, including fire ex­ 


tinguishers. Safer and more 
effective chemical extin­ 
guishers are available, the 
FDA said. 
The Ohio building code also 
prohibits the use of carbon 
tetrachloride extinguishers in 
any public building, Chief 
Catlos pointed out. 
Carbon tet, when released 
on a hot surface, forms phos­ 
gene gas which can cause 
permanent damage to the 
liver, kidneys, heart or lungs 
and may result in death, the 
FDA said. 


It cited the death of an 
Oregon woman last July who 
inhaled fumes from a broken 
extinguisher containing 
carbon tetrachloride. Her 
husband became critically ill 
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from the fumes but recov­ 
ered. 
^
